William Jones, chairman of the Planning Commission; John Robinson, chair- 
man of the Finance Committee of the City Council; and Fred Ehrman, chair- 
man of the Board of Works. 

Attending from Magnavox, and credited by Mr. Platt for their ''vision 
and enthusiasm in the planning of this exceedingly important Magnavox pro- 
gram," were Warren W. Frebel, vice president-purchasing; Jack W. Schrey, 
vice president and controller; and Oscar T. Simpson, vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the Government and Industrial Division. 

Designed by K/M Associates of Elkhart, the building will be of white 
pre-cast cement, incorporating an extensive amount of non-glare dark glass.

Landscaping 
plans call for a small artificial lake nearby. 

With zoning matters now being worked out, ground-breaking is ex-
